Sheriff's race attracts the most voters

48% of the registered voters of 
Coffee County cast their ballot Tues- 
day in the first primary. 

Of those voters, 9,304 Democrats 
voted in the Sheriff’s race, the most 
popular race.

County cast 1016 votes in the gov-

The voters of Coffee County will 
return to the polls on June 28th to 
vote in at least four local races.

This race may be decided 
Wednesday or Thursday during a 
meeting of special committee of the 
Coffee County Democratic Ex- 
ecutive Committee, according to 
Chairman Jackson W. Stokes. There 
were several challenge ballots cast 
during Tuesday’s election, The com-

If that doesn’t happen, the tie 
could be broken by the county chair- 
man of the Democratic Committee 
or state law could prevail and a flip 
of a coin be the deciding factor. Al- 
abama law §17-1-3 reads that if an 
election ends in a tie, the Sheriff de- 
cides the winner by lot in the pres- 


ence of the candidates. The question 


here is whether Tuesday’s voting 
was the election under Alabama law 
or was it party nomination voting. 

In the only other county school 
board race, Incumbent Rubin 
McKinnon defeated challenger Har- 
ry Carl Brown by a vote of 504 to 
363. 

Judge Terry Butts said late Tues- 
day night that he was cautiously op- 
timistic that he would win the nom- 
ination for the Alabama Supreme 
Court. However, with the vote tally 
showing him with only a 21,000 lead 
with 72% of the votes counted, he 
was still resisting urging from en- 
thusiastic supporters to declare him- 
self the victor. 

Butts carried Coffee County 
handily by a vote of 6662 to 2165 
for his lone opponent Gene Reese of 
Montgomery. 

District Judge Thomas Head won 
the two county race in Coffee and 
Pike Counties to replace Butts as 
judge of the 12th Judicial Circuit. 
The vote in Pike county was close, 
with Jim Weatherford winning there 
by a slim margin: However Head 
carried Coffee County by a vote of 
5924 to 2805, more than enough to 
win the nomination by a clear major- 
ity. 
Replacing Head in the District 
Judge’s office will be Enterprise At- 
torney Steven Blair who received 
5060 votes to his opponent Cracker 
Waldrop’s 2526 votes. 

In the race for Probate Judge, two 
term incumbent Marion Brunson 
showed concem on his face as his 
opponent, Gary Watson’s votes be- 
gan piling up. However the final 
count showed Brunson winning by a 
vote of 4589 to 3925 for Watson. 

That popular full field of sheriff 
candidates is now narrowed to two 
with Chief Deputy Ben Moates fac- 
ing State Trooper R. W. Whitworth 
on the 28th. 

Moates received 3484 votes and 
Whitworth received 3331. Dwight 
Holley received 1964 and former 
Chief Deputy Buddy Ammons got 

Coffee County voters favored En-

New law targets 
unofficial |D cards 


A new law makes possession of 
certain identification cards that re- 
semble ID cards issued by the Ala- 
bama Department of Public Safety a 
Class A misdemeanor offense pun- 
ishable by a fine of up to $2,000 and 
a jail sentence of up to one year. 

Act 94-716 requires that any “of- 
ficial” ID’s must include a disclaim- 
er plainly printed on the card’s face 
in type at least as large as the largest 
type on the card. 

Many “unofficial” identification 
cards closely resemble the Alabama 
driver's licenses and_ state-issued 
ID’s. The cards often include a dis- 
claimer in small print on the back of 
the card. 

“This law will help prevent the 
use of unofficial identification cards, 
or driver license ‘look-a-likes,’ for 
fraudulent purposes, including the il- 
legal purchase of alcohol by mi- 
nors,” said Col. George F. McMinn, 
Public Safety director. 

The new law, effective May 4, 
also provides that printing and/or 
distributing unofficial identification 
cards without a disclaimer of their 
authenticity printed on the front is a 
Class C felony. 

The law also prohibits using an 
image of facsimile of the great seal 
of Alabama for commercial purjos- 
es. 

Violation is a Class C felony pun- 
ishable by imprisonment of up to 10 
years and a fine of up to $5,000.

Hopefully, some of your readers 
may be able to provide missing gaps 
of information pertaining to carly pl 
oneer HEAD families who settled in 
Coffee and surrounding counties 
during the period 1820-1850 

William Head Sr. (1735-Va/ 
1808-Ga), Thomas Head Sr. (1742- 
Va/1825-Ga), and Richard Head Sr. 
(1755-Va/1846-Ala), probable broth- 
ers, were among the carly pioneer 
setters in Georgia and Alabama, 
having migrated from Virginia 
across the Carolinas into Georgia 
and Alabama, William died in Put- 
nam County, Georgia, in 1808. 
Thomas diced in Morgan County, 
Georgia, in 1825, Richard moved 
from Jones County, Georgia, to what 
was then Pike County, Alabama, 
(now Barbour) in 1827, there re- 
maining until his death at age 91 in 
1846. He is buried at the Bethlehem

Baptist Church Cemetery near 
Louisville, Alabama. fi 
William Head Sr. (1735) and 


wife, Mary, had ‘5 children, They 
were: Dianna, William Jr., James, 
Ann, and Daniel Head. Several de- 
scendant members of these families 
migrated into southeast Alabama. 
Dr. James J. Head, a grandson of 
William Head Sr., provided the land 
upon which Headland, Alabama, 
was founded, thus bearing a part of 
his name. Circuit Judge Thomas E. 
Head of Elba is a descendant of Wil- 
liam Head Sr. 

Thomas Head Sr. (1742) and 
wife, Elizabeth Childs, had 9 chil- 
dren, They were: Thomas Jr., Mar- 
tha, Lucy, Frances, Susanna, Mary, 
John, James, and Jean Head. A few 
of the descendent members of these 
families also migrated into southeast 


obscured. Probate Judge Curt Head 
of Dale County, probably evolved 
from this line, but there remains 
some missing gaps of information to 
prove this connection. 

Richard Head Sr. (1755), Revolu- 
tionary War soldier, (the line from 
which I descended), and wife, Mary, 
had 7 children. They were: Wil- 
liams, Temperence, Edmund (my 
line), Richard Jr., Mary, Elizabeth 
and James Alfred Head. Richard Jr., 


Elizabeth and James - and their fami- 


lies, were the first of the family to 
arrive in then Pike County in 1822. 
‘hey were followed by Richard Sr., 
and oldest son William and_ their 
family members in 1827, All settled 
in the general area of Midway, Com- 
er and Louisville, Alabama. Mary re- 
mained in Jones County, Georgia, 
and Temperence moved to Colum- 
bus, Georgia. Edmund moved from 
Pike County, Georgia, to Pike 
County, Alabama, about 1840, later 
moving into Coffee County before 
1850, settling in the Sharon Commu- 
nity near Jack. Edmund was a vete- 
ran of the War of 1812, a staunch 
Primitive Baptist, and is buried in 
the Hopewell Church Cemetery at 
Henderson,

before moving to Alabama in 1840, 
Edmund and Sarah had 9 children. 
They were; William Henry, Mary, 


arah, Richard, Nancy, James Madi 
son, Aaron, Martha and Barnabas 
Head. William Henry Head, a Ser- 
geant in Company C., 46th Alabama 
Infantry, was killed in action in 


1863, during the Civil War, Aaron S. 
Head was at one time county treasur 
er and may have served on the board 
of County Commissioners in Coffee 
County. He died in 1908, and is bur- 
ied in the Evergreen Cemetery in 
Elba. Barnabas lived near his father 
in the Sharon Community, and is 
buried in the Hopewell Cemetery at 
Henderson, 

James Madison Head (my great- 
grandfather), was born in 1823, in 
Jones County, Georgia, married 
Mary Jane Hall in Barbour County 
in 1846, later lived in Coffee and 
Crenshaw counties. He died in 1908 
in Dale County, and is buried with 
his wife, Mary, in the Pinckard Ce- 
metery in Dale County, James Madi- 
son and Mary Head only had two 
children, William Matthew and 
Madison Alexander Head. The old- 
est son, William Matthew was post- 
master at Ozark, having been ap- 
pointed by President Woodrow 
Wilson. He later was Superintendent 


of Education of Dale county. He 
died in 1925. 

Madison Alexander Head (my 
grandfather) was born in 1855 in 
Barbour County, married Emma 
Smith in 1879, in Barbour County, 
and moved to the Victoria Commu- 
nity of Coffee County, in 1880. 
Alex, as he was called, and wife, 
Emma, lived the remainder of their 
lives in the Victoria Community. 
They had 8 children. They were: 
William Matthew Head (known as 
Will), Mary Head Goodson, Annie 
Jeanete Head Folsom, Ruth Head, 
Charles Head, Sam Head (my fa- 
ther), Rhettie Head Crook, and Gra- 
dy Head McDurmont, Many descen- 
dent members of these families 
currently reside in or near Elba, in- 
cluding: Milfred Head, Bernice Gris- 
wold, Joe Frank Goodson, Lloyd 
Crook, and Dr. Donald Crook. Sev- 
eral members of the McDurmont 
family live in New Brockton and En- 
terprise. 

Various HEAD family members 
intermarried with Willis’, Bullards, 
Knights, Griffins, Faulks, Kenning- 
tons, Clarks, Brunsons, Peters’, 
Smiths, Goodsons, Crooks, McDur- 
monts, Folsoms, and others. 

Over the past 38 years I have 
compiled an extensive family data 
base of HEAD and descendent con- 
nections. There remains, however, 
gaps of missing information which I 
am hopeful someone will be able to 
provide. I will be happy to share 
family data with interested family 
members and connections.

Planting varieties with different 
maturity dates makes it possible to 
lengthen your harvest season. This 
has the added advantage of increas- 
ing the odds of receiving some fa- 
vorable rainfall during the fruiting 
season and escaping some rainy peri- 
ods during the harvest season, 

The plant breeders who devel- 
oped March I and Andru 93 tell us 
that these varieties will normally ma- 
turé 7-10 days earlier than Florun- 
ner. In 1993 this did not hold true. 
Only field experience will tell us if 


" this holds up in widespread plant- 


ings. 

“The varieties Florunner, Sunrun- 
ner, GK-7 and Georgia Runner all 
mature at about 135-140 days in 
most years. Of course, Southern 
Runner will usually mature in 150- 
155 days, If the maturity of any of 
these varieties occurs in the late fall 
when temperatures are cooler, ma- 
turity may take longer.

We have had several calls into the 
counly agent’s office over the last 
several months but there have been 
three things that people have asked 
about most frequenily. These con 
cern maple trce insects, diseases in 
Cenup ‘de, und disease in ouk trees 

Maple trees are certainly beauti 
ful trees with fairly rapid growth 
However, maple trees can have sev 
eral insect and disease problem 
There have been a variety of insects 
that have been found on maple trees 
this year. Some have caused exten 
sive damage, particularly in the last 
month. A good chemical to use to 
treat most maple tree insects, that 
will control the majority of them 
pretty hard, is Orthene 75S, For the 
insects that I am seeing affecting 
these trees, this chemical will kill the 
miayority of them. 

Another problem that we have 
seen and that people are calling in 
about has been brown patch in centi- 
pedes, Brown putch is a fungal dis- 
ease that we see in the springtime of 
the year and this has affected several 
cenupede yards. I am not exactly 
sure why it is worse this year than in 
previous years, but that seems to be 
the nature of yard diseases. Certain 
environmental factors change and 
the yard begins to have problems. 

Brown patch runs in large irregu- 
lar areas of dead grass in a centipede 
yard, A product that can be used to 
control this disease is one of the fun- 
gicides containing chlorothalonil. 
There are several on the market, one 
of the most popular being Bravo, an- 
other is Daconil. Spray the areas 
Where the disease is found to control 
and arrest this disease problem, It 
Will most likely take at least two ap- 
plications about a week apart to stop 
this discase, The fungicide won't 
make the grass look any better but it 
should arrest the problem. 

Another call that we’ve had 
throughout the past few months has 
been concerning dropping leaves and 
leaf problems in oak trees. The prob- 
lem most people are seeing is called 
oakleaf blister. This has been around 
for several years, but just seems like 
that this year it is slightly worse. 
Oakleaf blister can be controlled 
with a fungicide spray. The biggest

very large and most folks do not 
have the spray equipment to ade- 
quately do a good job of spraying 
these trees. I have never seen an oak 
tree dic from oakleaf blister. I won’t 
say that it couldn’t happen. If a tree 
totally defoliated, it would be hard to 
say what the long-range effects 
would be. It would certainly put a 
big stress on the root system of the 
tree, At this point I feel the best plan 
of attack on really large trees is to 
getup the leaves that have fallen and 
try to keep any extra stress off the 
tree such as injury to the tree or lack 
of water.

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The right path & driveway surfaces 
make getting around easier 


Most of us would give little 
thought to fetching the mail from the 
box at the end of a driveway or tak- 
ing a turn around the backyard. Yet 
for older people who walk unsteadi- 
ly or folks who use a wheelchair, 
such routine activities cun be either a 
simple pleasure or a formidable chal- 
lenge--depending on what — the 
ground is like beneath their feet. 
Sometimes it’s the surface of path- 
ways leading to and from a house 
that can make all the difference in 
getting where you want to go salcly 
and with case. 

Mud, the most common path and 
driveway surface in rural areas, Is 
the toughest for people with mobility 
limitations to get around on, And the 
customary solution doesn’t work, 

People often think that putting 
down rough-type gravel will help. 
Actually it only makes matters 
worse. Large gravel is too bumpy to 
roll a chair over or walk on confi- 
dently. Ideally you want an uninter- 


rupted surface that is as smooth as 
possible. Blacktop is the best solu- 
tion because it can be rolled evenly, 
Concrete can work well too as long 
as the sections are poured level with 
each other so there aren’t unexpect- 
ed edges to trip or catch a chair 
wheel on, 

Grass can disguise treacherous 
bumps and grooves. So unless you 
have a manicured law, paths leading 
into the yard or garden are easier to 
walk or move a wheelchair along if 
they're made of compressed pea 
gravel or small-size wood chips, For 
the smoothest surface, first remove 
the grass and make a firmly packed 
dirt foundation, Layer this with fine 
gravel or wood chips, then go over 
the arca several times with a roller, 

Here are guidelines for laying 
down any of these surfaces:

way to accommodate a cane, walker, 
or wheelchair, as the case may be. 

*Muke the new surface level with 
the surrounding grass so there are no 
unexpected drop-olls 

*Don't bevel the edges; Keep the 
area as fat and level as possible. 

*Don’t cut decorative edges of 
plant flowers along the sides. Ruts 
can cusily form in which to catch a 
cane lip or chair wheel. 

Consider adding a railing for 
someone Who needs extra support. 
3uild it on both sides of the path to 
provide a hand-hold when walking 
both directions. A round railing is 
easier to grasp than a rectangular 
one. 

Don’t neglect proper lighting. 
Many people who have dilficulty 
walking also have a hard ume see- 
ing. Avoid the deep shadows. be- 
tween spotlights by using floodlights 
mounted high enough to disperse 
light evenly. 

Making such changes takes time 
and money. If a member of your 
family becomes disabled suddenly or 
necds to use a wheelchair for just a 
little while, there are some short- 
term measures you can take. Ply- 
wood, sheets of paneling, or a car- 
pet-runner flipped over so that the 
backing is right-side up can be laid 
across a stretch of lawn or other une- 
ven surface to create a makeshift, 
temporary pathway.

Elba police solve several burglaries

On April 15, the Elba police re- 
ceived a report of a burglary at 550 
Adkinson Street. 

The home of Jeanette and Willie- 
Calvin Tillis had been burglarized 
and $6,114 worth of jewelry was re- 
ported missing. 

An investigation by Elba police 
led to the arrest of two Elba juve- 
niles last Thursday, June 2. 

Assistant Chief Maxwell Hooks 
stated that $4,500 worth of the stolen 
jewelry was recovered at the time of 
the arrest. 

The youths, one of which was 
charged with burglary in the third 
degree and theft of property in the 
first degree and the other was 
charged with receiving stolen prop- 
erty in the first degree, were turned 
over to juvenile authorities. 

During the investigation of the 
above crime, another burglary was 
solved. 

The home of Sarah Ware in Ken- 
nedy Estates had been burglarized 
and jewelry was also taken but Ms. 
Ware failed to report the incident to 
the police. 

Reportedly, the jewelry was val- 
ued at $1,079. Approximately $699 
worth of this jewelry was also recov- 
ered, 

The same youths arrested for the 
first burglary were each charged 
with an additional count of receiving 
stolen property . 

Both of the burglaries remain un- 
der investigation.

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Elba City Council approves additional 1¢ sales tax

The Elba City Council officially, 
and unanimously, approved an addi- 
tional 1¢ sales tax, effective August 
Ist. Along with the increase in the 
general sales tax, the tax on auto- 
mobiles will increase from a half 
cent to a full cent. City Attorney 
Mark Vaughan explained this places 
Elba in line with surrounding towns. 

According to a previous agree- 
ment, the additional tax will be split 
55%/45% with the local school sys- 
tem. The school will get the 45%. As 
spelled out in the new tax ordinance, 
the school can only use this money 
“for payment of utilities, main- 
tenance and supplies.” 

That clause was added in an ef- 
fort to insure that council members 
Earl McCollough and Brad Wilson, 
who both have wives teaching in the 
schools, could legally vote on the 
measure. 

A representative of Revenue Col- 


lection Services addressed the coun- 
cil with an offer to collect the sales 
tax for the city, The firm promises 


faster turn around of the money and , 


a collection fee of less than half the 
amount presently charged by the Al- 
abama Department of Revenue. 

Elba now pays $11.40 per ac- 
count, per month for every account, 
regardless of tax paid. The private 
firm will charge $5.00 per account 
or no more than the monthly pay- 
ment, whichever is less. 

No action was taken, The matter 
was tabled to allow city officials to 
check references on the firm. 

Mrs. Juanita Scott was appointed 
to a vacancy on the Zoning Board of 
Adjustments. Two other vacancies 
on this board will be filled at a later 
date. 

The council voted to seek bids on 
reroofing the old high school au- 
ditorium presently leased to New 
Abundant Life Church. Council 
members were told the lease requires 
the city to maintain the roof. 


City officials were informed of a 
$100,000 claim filed against the city. 
The claim alleges the man drank 
Elba water which had chlorine in it 
and became sick. The matter has 
been turned over to attomey for the 
city’s insurance carrier, 

Bills totaling $23,198.08 were ap- 
proved for payment. 

Eddie Crawford was approved as 
a police officer. He will work in the 
housing projects. The council also 
approved the working of several 
auxiliary radio operators in the po- 
lice department at $5.00 per hour. 
They will fill in when needed and be 
getling ongoing training to improve 
individual efficiency. 

The police department answered 
50 complaints during the past re- 
porting period, There were also 22 
traffic citations issued, eight crim- 
inal arrest and four automobile ac- 
cidents, 

The animal control officer picked 
up 34 dogs and four were returned to 
their owners,

’ He continued, “We are bound to 
follow the law; We are bound to see 
that the City of Elba functions; We 
are bound to see that the citizens of 
Elba are served; Therefore, I am go-

Each candidate received 650 
votes in the regular tabulation, Upon 
reexamining, by committee mem- 
bers, of the files as filed by the pol- 
ling officials in each beat, the vote 
was unchanged, There were no chal- 
lenge votes in any box voting on this 
race, 

When it was determined the re- 
port of a tie vote was correct, Stokes 
read from Alabama law 17-16-39, 
which dictates the way tie primary 
elections will be settled. According 
to this law, there is no option but for 
the county chairman to break the tie 
and decide the party’s nominee, 

Stokes then exercised this author- 
ity and named Carroll as the part’s 
nominee for the position. He is pres- 
ently serving on the board,

Thomas and Stokes, 


Council members approved a pre- 
viously prepared response to the 
FEMA audit. City Clerk Jim Nichols 
explained he had worked with Eddie 
Hamby of the State Emergency 
Management Agency and Coffee 
County Emergency Management 
Coordinator Charles Webb to pre- 
pare the response.

Commissioners quizzed on water system

The main topic of discussion in 
Monday’s meeting of the Coffee 


ned, ‘County-Commission.was the “Land... 


fill Water Project.” 

In January of this year, an emer- 
gency grant ($171,500.00) was re- 
ceived from the Alabama Depart- 
ment of Economic and Community 
Affairs to install a water system for 
residents living near the new county 
landfill. 

Rev. Danny Maddox addressed 
the commission concerning the 
progress of the water project. 

He began his remarks with the 
statement, “The time has come when 
District One can no longer be put on 
the back burner.” 

The water project in question is in 
District One as is the county’s new 
Subtitle D landfill. 

“I’m very concemed about the 
water project for Highway 125,” he 
said. 

Maddox went on to say that he 
had seen documentation that indicat- 
ed this water Projet was part of the 
regéonal landfill concept. 

He said, “It should have been 
done a long time ago - if not all, at 
least in the Wise Mill area which 
was specifically listed in your origi- 
nal plans for the landfill,” 

Maddox noted that it took only a 
few months to construct a one and a 
quarter million dollar landfill while a 
relative small water project has not 
even been begun in more than six 
months, 

“This doesn’t make any sense,” 
he said. 

According to Rev. Maddox, he 
has spoken to more than one contrac- 
tor who stated that the construction 
of the water project should not take 
more than 20 to 24 working days. 

“We want good drinking water,” 
Maddox said, 

Several of the residential wells lo- 
cated along side Highway 125 have 
been tested and have been found to 
be contaminated with harmful bacte- 


ria, 

It should be noted that this con- 
tamination IS NOT due to the newly 
constructed Subtitle D landfill, 

Maddox commented that instead 
of arguing over where and how new 
courthouses are going to be built that 
commissioners should be concerned 
about people drinking contaminated 
water.

In conclusion, Maddox told com- 
missioners, “We need your help - we 
can’t do it; but, I can assure you we 
will be back to make sure something 
is being done.” 

In response to Maddox’s state- 
ments, Commissioner Robert Ste- 
phens assured Rey. Maddox that 
they [the commissioners] are con- 
cerned about the water project also. 

Stephens noted that meeting goy- 
ernment regulations connected with 
the project and the paper work in- 
volved is very time consuming. He 
also noted that it took 2 to 3 months 
to get the “emergency” grant. 

Commissioner Bill Faulk also ex- 
pressed concern about the time that 
the project is taking to complete. 

“T want to know something about 
this today - I don’t want to know 
next time we come here,” Faulk said. 
“IT want to find out the status 
now...if there’s any hold up any- 
where on the part of the county com- 
mission, we can do something about 
that now.” 

A motion was made by Faulk and 
passed by the commission to recess 
and call the Southeast Alabama Re- 
gional Planning and Development 
Commission to check on the matter, 

Upon reconvening (after a 25 
minute break), Commission Chair- 
man Lawrence Creel stated that Fre- 
drick Hamilton with the SARPDC 
told commissioners that design engi- 
neers on the water project hoped to 
advertise for construction bids on 
July Ist. 

He also told the commissioners 
that a meeting with the City of Elba 
was held last week and they were 
ready to supply the water when con- 
struction on the water project is com- 
plete. 

It was noted by Hamilton that 
everything hinged on ADEM’s (Ala- 
bama Department of Environmental 


Management) approval of the project 
design and the issuing of a permit. 

For the time being, this matter 
was once again laid to rest - for a lit- 
tle while at least! 

Revenue Commissioner Ronnie 
Burns appeared before the commis- 
sion Monday to give his yearly set- 
tlement report as required by law. 

According to the report, more 
than $5.3 million was collected in ad 
velorum taxes in Coffee County. 

Burns stated in the report that a 
little more than $2,800 remains un- 
collected. This amount reflects taxes 
that are in litigation and will not be 
collected until the cases are settled in 
a court of law. 

In the settlement, slightly more 
than $1,000 was listed as uncollecta- 
ble on insolvent accounts. There 
were only four accounts listed under 
this item. All were corporations 
which are no longer in existence. 

Listed as errors was a little more 
than $283,500. Burns told commis- 
sioners that this figure results from 
accounts that were figured wrong for 
some reason or other, The error may 
result in more or less taxes being 
paid on an account. 

Bums emphasized that the errors’ 
figure is not taxes that were loss but 
were collected under a supplemen- 
tary form, 

The commissioners accepted the 
revenue commissioner’s report as 
presented. 

During the general business ses- 
sion of Monday’s meeting, Commis- 
sion Chairman Creel announced that 
the commission would enter into an 
executive session to discuss the re- 
newal of County Engineer Mark 
Pool’s contract.

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Additional writs of indictment by 
grand jury served by deputies

Last week, two more Coffee 
County men were notified of their 
indictment by the Coffee County 
Grand Jury - Elba Division. 

The grand jury was convened on 
May 23 & 24, 

William “Bill” Waldon, of Cedar 
Lane Drive in Elba, was indicted on 
four offenses. Two of the offenses 
were sodomy in the first degree and 
the other two were sodomy in the 
second degree, 

Waldon was arrested on Novem- 
ber 19, 1993 by the Elba police and 
placed in the Coffee County Jail. He 
was later released on a $100,000 
bond. 

The arrest came as a result of an 
investigation that was initiated by 
the Elba Police Department when 
they received a complaint of sodomy 
and sexual abuse of juveniles, 

The writs of indictment by the 


grand jury were served on Waldon 
on June 10 by the Coffee County 
Sheriff's deputies. 

Waldon was allowed to remain 
free on the existing $100,000 bond, 

Also indicted by the grand jury 
was Lorenzo DeLoach, alias Pea- 
body, of Route 2, Box 314-D of 
Elba. 

A true bill of indictment was re- 
turned against DeLoach for unlawful 
distribution of cocaine. 

He was served with the writ of in- 
dictment while in the Coffee County 
Jail. DeLoach has been in jail since 
his arrest on February 3, 1994, 

DeLoach’s arrest came as a result 
of an investigation by the Elba Po- 
lice Department, 

Bond was set at $7,500 at the 
time of his arrest but he has been un- 
able to arrange bail, 

Arraignment for both defendants, 
DeLoach and Waldon, is scheduled 
for Thursday, June 23, 1994, in the 
Elba Courthouse. 
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
